BANBURY Academy has been told 
to “get its house in order” after it 
announced job losses due to losing 
more than £40,000 in the past year. 

Mark Cherry, Oxfordshire county 
councillor for Banbury Calthorpe, criti¬ 
cised the school and its trust, Aspira¬ 
tions Academies Trust (AAT). 

Banbury Academy associate princi¬ 
pal Prahavi Osman said the job losses 
were down to fewer pupils, meaning the 
school got less Government money 

It come as AAT said the school ran at a 
loss of £40,547 in the past year, following 
a £93,000 loss the previous year. 

Labour county councillor Mr Cherry 
said: “Anyone having to go through los¬ 
ing their job is clearly not ideal. 

“I would like to see the academy trust 
sort this out so that it does not happen 
again. They have to get their house in 
order. The trouble is academies are out¬ 
side the remit of local government so 
there is not a lot that the county council 
can do about it. 

“But a school losing money is not good 
and I am not happy about it.” 

Mr Cherry said he was pleased Educa¬ 
tion Secretary Nicky Morgan scrapped 
plans last week to require all schools to 
become academies by 2020. 

AAT said a maximum of six teachers 
would be made redundant and it would 
try to keep the number to a minimum. 

The school was rated “requires im¬ 
provement” by Ofsted after an inspec¬ 
tion in June 2014, but inspectors said in 
January good progress was being made. 

Mrs Osman said: “Banbury Academy 
needs to restructure support staff in 
line with the reduced size of the student 
population. 

“It is hoped the reduction in staff 
numbers will be largely managed 
through the natural turnover of staff 
leaving, with minimal redundancies. 

“Our priority is to provide the very 
best teaching and learning experience 
for all students and we anticipate that 
our results will continue to improve.” 

According to the school, the number 
of pupils has dropped by about 100 in 
each of the past 10 years but is sched¬ 
uled to grow from next year as there are 
more pupils at local primary schools. 

AAT director of finance and opera¬ 
tions Simon Pink said: “Over the last 


decade the population at Banbury 
Academy, and its predecessor school, 
has reduced from 1,800 to 800. Natural¬ 
ly this leads to much lower funding, 
and increased budgetary challenges. 
The academy therefore has done well 
to keep the deficit so small. 

“The budgetary position will gradu¬ 
ally improve.” 

Mr Pink added the deficit was under¬ 
written by AAT and would not have 
been allowed to happen if the trust did 
not have funds elsewhere to make up 
the shortfall.

Railway enthusiasts hope 
to turn former box into 
education establishment

CAMPAIGNERS in Banbury 
face a nervous wait to find 
out if they will be able to save 
a historic signal box. 

Earlier this year Network Rail 
announced plans to tear down 
two signal boxes near Banbury 
station as part of £76m upgrades. 

But a group was set up on Fa- 
cebook calling for the north box 
to be saved, as campaigners said 
it should instead be turned into 
an education centre for railway 
enthusiasts. 

Following meetings with the 
operator, the group has been told 
to raise £60,000 to convert the box 
themselves, or it will be demol¬ 
ished in August. 

The box, which was built in 
1901, is scheduled to be taken 
down when the area’s signalling 
system is upgraded and is moved 
to the West Midlands. 

The group has been told it 
needs to raise the money this 
week, although the final figure 
- which includes capital and run¬ 
ning costs, plus legal fees and in¬ 
surance - may be negotiated. 

So far about £10,000 has been 
raised through donations. 


Banbury Civic Society chair¬ 
man Rob Kinchin-Smith, who 
has been helping to lead the 
campaign, said: “We have been 
promoting the campaign on Just 
Giving and sending out leaflets to 
local businesses. 

“There has been quite a gener¬ 
ous response and people have 
been donating up to £500 for it. 

“We understand it is a big ask 
to provide this money in a week. 

“We realise as well, most com¬ 
panies have a fixed budget and 
as it’s near the start of the year, 
they have not decided what to 
spend the money on.” 

The campaign group is also in 
the process of applying for chari¬ 
table status, which will make it 
easier for them to raise money. 

Mr Kinchin-Smith said: “Hav¬ 
ing spoken to companies, I know 
they can see the benefit of the 
project in terms of the sponsor¬ 
ship and having their name asso-

ciated with the education side.” 

Under the plans, the north box 
would be leased by Network Rail 
to the charitable trust. 

The box would be turned into 
an education centre to allow rail¬ 
way enthusiasts to learn more 
about the history of the box and 
modern railway safety 

About 500 people have joined 
the Facebook page, which was set 
up at the beginning of February. 

Nathan Bignell, 22, who helped 
create the group, said it would be 
a disaster if the box was “demol¬ 
ished and left in a skip”. 

It is likely the south box will 
need to be demolished when the 
track is realigned later this year. 

To join the Facebook page 
search for “Banbury North Sig¬ 
nal Box” on the website. 

There will be more discussion 
at a meeting on Friday between 
Network Rail and the steering 
group of Project Crossover.

A CHARITY which helps schoolchil¬ 
dren who struggle to read has been 
awarded a top prize in this year’s Ban¬ 
bury community awards.

CONSERVATIVE Anthony 
Stansfeld celebrated being 
elected to another term as po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner 
with a comfortable win. 

In a second-count battle between 
the candidate and Labour’s La- 
etisia Carter, the 70-year-old won 
with a majority of 53.96 per cent 
to secure his position as PCC for 
Thames Valley. 

The turnout was more than dou¬ 
ble the previous and first-ever PCC 
election in 2012, with 25.6 per cent 
of about 1.7m people across the re¬ 
gion. 

Of the 16 districts in the region, 
four areas in Oxfordshire backed 
Mr Stansfeld, with Mrs Carter 
gaining the majority of the vote in 
Oxford city for their first choice. 

After finding out he had won, Mr 
Stansfeld said he was pleased with 
how his campaign had went and 
thought the public would appreci¬ 
ate the bigger mandate for the po¬ 
sition. 

In Oxford city alone, 38,109 peo¬ 
ple voted - the highest number 


compared to any other of the 15 
districts in the region. 

Mr Stansfeld said he thought the 
role would be “simpler” this time 
round due to the staff positions 
and procedures being in place. 

He added: “The campaign has 
gone very well and I’m pleased 


there was a bigger turnout than 
last time. It gives the role greater 
legitimacy 

“There was a considerable ma¬ 
jority and I will do my best for the 
people of Thames Valley” 

Mr Stansfeld said he would tar¬ 
get household burglary, aim to 


help more vulnerable people and 
tackle the “rising problem” of cy¬ 
ber crime and fraud. 

He added it was likely this would 
be his last term. 

On the second preference count 
222,396 votes went in favour of 
the Tory candidate compared to 
172,717 for Mrs Carter. 

With tears in her eyes, the La¬ 
bour candidate said she was dis¬ 
appointed more than 15,500 ballot 
papers were rejected. 

She added one reason she stood 
was to make sure a woman was one 
of the candidates. 

Returning officer David Buckle 
said there could have been a num¬ 
ber of reasons for void papers. 

He added that unfortunately 
about 900 votes from the Reading 
district had been lost, but that it 
would not have made a difference 
to the election outcome. 

Mrs Carter added: “I’m going to 
regroup and reflect on what has 
happened. 

“I’m disappointed they felt they 
weren’t given enough information 
about the role so I hope the govern¬ 
ment look at that. 

“I wish Anthony well and I hope 
he brings some experienced wom¬ 
en into his team.” 

Liberal democrat candidate John 
Howson finished third with 59,570 
votes, while UKIP’s Lea Trainer 
finished last with 49,942.

Spotlight on children’s centre funds 


A DECISION on how 
£2m of extra funding 
for children's centres 
could be spent is set to 
be made this month. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council's cabinet is 
expected to discuss the 
proposals on Tuesday, 
May 24, at a meeting in 


County Hall, Oxford. 

Campaigners have 
called for the cash to go 
towards keeping as 
many of the county's 44 
centres open as possible, 
with many facing the 
threat of closure next 
March.

Tories keep hold on 
council in first vote for

AN ALL-OUT election in 
Cherwell threw up “an 
air of uncertainty” for 
the district as all can¬ 
didates faced the vote 
across newly revised 
wards. 

It was the first district 
council election since the Lo¬ 
cal Government Boundary 
Commission set new ward 
boundaries across the dis¬ 
trict, which meant the coun¬ 
cil would lose two members. 

Conservatives kept their 
hold over the council secur¬ 
ing 38 wins, eight Labour 
councillors and two inde¬ 
pendent councillors. 

For the Liberal Democrats 
it was a sad loss as it lost its 
previous seat. 

The results meant that 
Conservative candidate Nor¬ 
man Bolster and Labour’s 
Matt Johnstone will no long¬ 
er be on the council. 

Deputy leader of Cherwell 
District Council George 
Reynolds said: “It was not 
only an all-out election but 
three candidates for each 
ward, which meant there 
was an enormous amount of 
split votes and strange com¬ 
binations which would not 
usually happen. 

“So for all parties that did

have an affect this year. 

“But we have all had to 
weather it out and the Con¬

The revised boundaries 
were put into place to ensure 
all councillors represent a 
similar number of residents, 
making it 16 wards instead 
of 28 with three councillors 
per ward.

the process it is going very 
smoothly, we have had no is¬ 
sues.

OSCAR nominated writer- 
director Richard Linklater 
rekindles a bright flame of 
nostalgia in this valentine to 
student life, which exudes the 
same freewheeling vibe as his 
seminal 1993 film, Dazed And 
Confused. 

While that picture illuminated 
growing pains at a 1970s high 
school, Everybody Wants Some!! 
zips up its impossibly tight jeans 
in the autumn of 1980, when a 
group of hormone-crazed 
college freshmen and 
sophomores hope to make their 
mark on the baseball field. 

The script has no obvious 
sense of urgency or clear 
narrative direction, ambling 
through a series of bittersweet 
vignettes in the days before the 
hormone-fuelled characters are 
due to attend their first class. 

Yet from this loose and 
seemingly flimsy framework, 
the filmmaker constructs a vivid 
and touching portrait of 
youthful exuberance and 
fraternal bonding that speaks to 
all of us who have struggled to 
find our niche and stand out 
from the crowd. 

Everybody Wants Some!! is a 
beautifully crafted blast from 
the past, blessed with strong 
performances from fresh-faced 
rising stars.

STRIP back the pristine visuals, 
which were once meticulously 
hand-drawn, and most animated 


films are hard-wired with an 
important life lesson to cherish 
once the end credits roll. 

The Angry Birds Movie, a 
feature-length animated spin-off 
from the fiendishly addictive 
smartphone games, tears out a 
new page from the self-help 
manual: it’s ok to get mad as 
long as you can channel that 
aggression in a positive 
direction. 

Screenwriter Jon Vitti peppers 
this haphazard, but energetic 
flight of self-discovery with a 
barrage of dreadful puns and 
dad jokes that will inspire as 
many groans as giggles. 

The Angry Birds Movie is a 
glossy promo for the games and 
associated merchandise, 
showcasing the different birds 
and their associated powers, but 
it’s also a lot of fun so long as 
you ignore the flimsy and 
predictable plot. 

Animation quality doesn’t 
soar to the dizzy heights of 
Pixar, but co-directors Kaytis 
and Reilly maintain a brisk pace 
and the screen shimmers with 
bright colours.

IF YOU go down to the woods 
today, you're sure of a big 
surprise.

His death is 
attributed to suicide, but in the 
insular conservative world of Battle 
Creek, it doesn't take much to 
instil in people the fear that there 
is a darker force at play. Robin 
Wasserman has created a modern 
fable about female adolescence 
gone horribly wrong. An unsettling 
tale of friendships realigned, 
alliances made and broken, lives 
beginning and ruined, this is one of 
the most gripping reads of the year. 
The Mandibles: A Family, 2029- 
2047 by Lionel Shriver is 
published in hardback by The 


Borough Press, priced £16.99 
(ebook £9.99) 

IT'S 2029, and driverless cars, 
household cyborgs and children 
named after search engines are 
the norm - but so are water 
shortages and hyperinflation. 
Forced under one roof thanks to 
an epic economic depression that 
makes the 2009 crash look like the 
tiniest of hiccups, four generations 
of the once affluent Mandible 
family must navigate a New York 
that's becoming more dystopian 
by the minute. But persistence 
pays off, for the reader as much 
as the Mandibles: what starts as 
unrelentingly bleak becomes a 
riveting - but still anxiety-inducing 
- read, as the family members 
resort to ever more desperate 
measures to stay afloat. Shriver 
constructs the frighteningly 
believable near-future expertly and 
adds a healthy dose of knowing 
black humour (authors are obsolete 
by 2029) into the mix.

Anchored by Skarsgard’s eye¬

White choreographs some 
memorable interludes, 
including a hallucinogenic 
party where one naked lovely 
trots around an opulent house 
on horseback, but the protracted 
chase sequences do not come 
across as particularly 
suspenseful. 

Amini’s script telegraphs its 
intentions, sustaining dramatic 
momentum, if not the vice-like 
tension we crave.

Village living now high on 
a house mover’s wish list 


URBAN lifestyles might be cool but 
the trend is towards village living, 
according to research by a leading 
estate agent. 

Strutt & Parker’s Housing Futures 
report, which draws on three years of 
data, found a strong desire to move 
back to rural locations with plenty of 
amenities. 

A fifth of those who are moving 
home said they wanted to live in a 
village, making it the most popular

location, compared to one in six for a 
market town and only one in eight for 
a big city or suburb. 

Broadband and mobile connections 
are seen as essential to rural life. 

Access to broadband was a key 
factor for half of those intending to 
move to a village, while more than a 
third highlighted mobile connectivity. 


Ease of access is an important issue 
for respondents intending to move to 
a village, with almost two thirds 
wanting to be able to walk to shops. 

Half thought it important to be able 
to be within walking distance of local 
transport and the same proportion 
wanted to be able to walk to the 
nearest medical centre. 

The shift away from cities is being 
driven by people looking for 
neighbourhood safety - cited by 86 


per cent and space between 
neighbours mentioned by 58 per cent, 
as well as for a strong community 
feel, which was important to 48 per 
cent. 

Stephanie McMahon, head of 
research at Strutt & Parker, said: 
“Existing research would suggest 
cities have the upper hand over 
villages - by the mid-century there 
will be approximately 65 million 
people living in Britain’s cities, 


compared to just eight million in 
rural areas. 

“However, as the urban trend has 
gathered pace in the UK, a number of 
negative traits have begun to appear.” 

Giles Lawton, partner at Strutt & 
Parker in Oxford, added: “We are 
spoilt for choice around Oxford, with 
so many picturesque thriving villages, 
with excellent communications, we 
get a terrific response to the right 
house at the right price.”

New Car Road Test 


The definitive view 

by Andy Enright 



Ever the optimist, inspired by innovation 



KIA’S Mondeo-sized medium range 
Optima saloon keeps its handsome 
looks and grows in stature, with the 
main improvements made to this 
second generation version targeting 
refinement, interior style and space. 
With this much improved model, 

Kia aims to challenge the market 
leaders and even worry a few of the 
more premium players. 

Background 

This Kia Optima is somewhat con¬ 
fusingly billed as a ‘fourth-genera¬ 
tion’ model but this is the second 
generation version of this car that 
we’ve seen here. Earlier models 
were known as the ‘Magentis’ in 
Britain and shared much of their 
underpinnings with Hyundai’s 
Sonata. The Magentis was well 
built, cheap and well equipped but 
there wasn’t anything very aspira- 
tional about it. In contrast, the 
Optima saloon we first saw in this 
country in late 2011 was very differ¬ 
ent, with styling from Kia’s Chief 
Designer Peter Schreyer that sig¬ 
nalled a move upmarket. 

Driving Experience 

The first thing to acknowledge is 
that the Kia Optima has lost weight, 
shedding up to 65kg. The sole 1.7- 
litre diesel engine on offer now pro¬ 
duces 140PS, while low-end grunt 
has been improved by an electroni¬ 
cally controller turbocharger to 


deliver 340Nm of torque at lower 
engine speeds. That’s an increase of 
15Nm over the old model, resulting 
in fractionally quicker acceleration 
times of 10 seconds from 0 to 62mph 
for the manual and 11 seconds in the 
automatic. There has been a mar¬ 
ginal increase in top speeds as well, 
with both transmission variants 
topping out at 126mph. There’s the 
option of a new more efficient twin- 
clutch DCT auto gearbox with this 
engine. And Kia has also developed 
a petrol/electric hybrid model with 
a 2.0-litre GDI petrol engine mated 
to a 50 kW electric motor. Total 
power output for the package is 
205PS. 

Design and Build 

Despite losing weight, the revised 
Optima has grown in every direc¬ 
tion, affording even greater rear leg- 
room than before - though that 
wasn’t really an issue in the earlier 
model. Luggage capacity has 
increased by 5 litres to 510-litres. 
This is still far short of the VW 
Passat’s 586-litre total and even the 
Ford Mondeo’s 541-litre figure, but 
it’s a step closer. As before, the range 
is based solely at launch around a 
saloon bodystyle, despite the fact 
that it shares its underpinnings 
with Hyundai’s i40, a car offered in 
both four and five-door guises. Kia 
says it has future plans for an estate 
version though. 


Market and Model 

Expect prices for the Optima to 
remain as before in the £20,000- 
£28,000 bracket - though inevitably 
the hybrid version will cost more 
than that. This places the Kia 
Optima right in the heart of the 
Ford Mondeo’s domain, with the 
Volkswagen Passat also offering a 
strong package in terms of refine¬ 
ment, quality and style for just a rel¬ 
atively small premium over the 
equivalent Optima models. 

Kia has introduced a number of 
technological innovations in the 
cabin, with wireless phone charging 
enabled by a pad below the centre 
console. Drivers can simply place 
their compatible device on the pad 
and carry on with their journey and 
the phone will automatically begin 
to charge. ‘Kia Connected Services’ 
is a software package that integrates 
with the audio-visual navigation 
system to provide timely and rele¬ 
vant information to the driver. The 7 
or 8 inch touch screen in the centre 
of the dashboard also controls the 
DAB Digital radio and infotainment 
system. Autonomous Driver aids 
offered as options include Advanced 
Cruise Control’ to adjust the speed 
in relation to other vehicles, ‘High 
Beam Assist’ to avoid dazzling 
oncoming drivers, and ‘Rear Cross 
Traffic Alert’ to make reversing 
manoeuvres safer for other road- 
users. 


Cost of Ownership 

The manual Optima model now 
emits 121g/km of C02, which just 
keeps it in the £110 tax bracket, 
while those manuals with an ‘Idle 
Stop-Go’ pack emit only llOg/km 
and enjoy the £20 a year tax band. 
The auto model’s now more efficient 
DCT ‘box impressively produces 
116g/km, putting it in the £30 a year 
rate. The combined cycle fuel econo¬ 
my for the manual is around 
51.1mpg while the DCT auto returns 
53.5mpg. With the ‘Idle Stop-Go’ 
pack, fuel economy can be as high as 
56mpg. Rivals like Ford’s Mondeo 1.5 
TDCi ECOnetic do slightly better, 
while Volkswagen’s Passat 
BlueMotion 1.6 TDI model manages 
a combined cycle 76.3mpg showing, 
so Kia still has a little way to go here 
to match the class leaders. 

Summary 

This much improved Kia Optima 
may not look much different from 
the outside - but then the outside 
was the one thing that didn’t really 
need changing. What required 
improvement was the plasticky inte¬ 
rior, the gutless engine and the inef¬ 
ficient automatic transmission 
option and all these issues have been 
duly dealt with in this enhanced 
model. Several key ones remain 
though. Efficiency is still not up to 
the standard of the class best and 
there’s still only one mainstream 


engine option - and a single saloon 
bodystyle in a class where most buy¬ 
ers choose hatches or estates. 

Still, if you can overlook these 
issues, there’s much to like here. 
Affordable pricing, a spacious 
appealing cabin, high levels of 
equipment, a smooth DCT auto gear¬ 
box and the longest warranty in the 
class are all big draws. In short, Kia 
has rejuvenated its offering in this 
segment.

Used Car Road Test

Going for an Italian won’t break the bank

FIAT’S cheeky little new-era 500 is 
fun, fashionable and frugal - and the 
Italian brand has never stopped try¬ 
ing to develop it. After being first 
launched in 2008, it was updated 
with TwinAir 0.9-litre petrol turbo 
power in 2011, then revised again 
three years later to create the 2014 to 
2015 version we’re going to examine 
here as a used buy. The 2014 model 
year changes brought buyers the 
option of a pokier 105bhp variant of 
the petrol TwinAir engine and there 
was a smarter TFT instrument dis¬ 
play on top models, along with a 
trendy ‘Cult’ trim level. If you can 
stretch to a later Fiat 500 model, 
then it could well be a car from this 
era that you end up inspecting. 

The History 

If ever a car has built its brand, it’s 
this one, Fiat’s 500. In fact, it’s done 
so twice. First at its original launch 
back in 1957. And more recently 
with this modern era version, first 
launched in 2008. Ever since, it’s 
been a money-spinner for the Italian 
brand, who’ve continually devel¬ 
oped it, notably in early 2014 when 
buyers of the more expensive ver¬ 


sions got a smarter TFT digital 
instrument display and the option 
of a pokier 105bhp version of the 
clever two cylinder TwinAir petrol 
engine. These changes kept buyers 
interested in the range until more 
widespread changes could be intro¬ 
duced in the Summer of 2015 and it’s 
these 2014 to 2015 era models that 
we’re going to look at here. 

The flagship 0.9-litre TwinAir 
105bhp engine is key to this model’s 
appeal in this period. First, it 
bridged the previously rather large 
gap between the standard ‘500’ range 
and the sporty 1.4-litre turbo ‘Abarth 
500’ models. Secondly, it at last gave 
Fiat a tool to directly compete with 
what was probably this car’s closest 
competitor at the time, the MINI 
Hatch. To keep buyers loyal, this 
improved post-2014 500 model’s 
smarter cabin and slick TFT digital 
instrument display was key for the 
Italian brand’s sales people. 

As before, the 500 model from this 
period was also available in ‘500C’ 
guise with an electrically-retracting 
fabric top. Either way, it offered all 
the cute, fashionable flair buyers 
could want - and across most of the 


range, super-low running costs that, 
thanks to the clever TwinAir and 
Multijet technology, easily beat not 
only those of a MINI but also any 
conventional little small runabout. 

What To Look For 

The 500 has earned a decent relia¬ 
bility record, helped in no small 
part by its reliable engines. The big¬ 
gest reported issue to date has been 
premature ball joint wear and pres¬ 
sure plate issues - but these had 
mostly been sorted by the time of 
the 2014 model year models we’re 
looking at here. Check for uphol¬ 
stery damage caused by child seats 
in the back, typical supermarket 
dints and scrapes, slipping clutches 
on the manual cars and ensure all 
the electrical functions - which can 
get surprisingly sophisticated on 
upspec models - work as advertised 
as these can be expensive to fix. The 
500 isn’t bad on consumables like 
brake pads and most people should 
be able to park it without nerfing the 
extremities. 

On The Road 

Turn the key in a TwinAir- 


powered 500 and there’s an engine 
note to suit the cheeky retro looks, 
a putter-putter sound that seems 
to be exactly the kind of thing 
you’d have heard from the 1957 
original nipping through the back 
streets of Naples. There’s even a 
pleasing note of historical sym¬ 
metry in that the original Fiat 500 
from the Fifties also had two cylin¬ 
der power - though back then, the 
wheezy old unit in question gener¬ 
ated just 17.5bhp. With an output 
that’s five times greater, this car is 
of course a much pleasanter pros¬ 
pect and for us, this is the engine 
that today’s version of this model 
should always have had. 

Not that there isn’t also still a 
place for the more conventional 
69bhp four cylinder 1.2-litre petrol 
unit that props up the range. Or 
indeed for the 135bhp 1.4 T-Jet 
turbo petrol powerplant that 
serves in the hot hatch Abarth 500 
model. You can also see why some 
500 buyers might continue to pre¬ 
fer the 95bhp 1.3-litre diesel vari¬ 
ant, which on paper matches the 
TwinAir’s frugality but in day-to- 
day reality, probably betters it. 


Overall 

To be honest, Fiat didn’t need to do 
a whole lot with the 2014 model year 
changes to retain this 500 model’s 
popularity Like earlier examples of 
this car, this later version looks 
great, and was fun to drive. As for 
this updated version, well the interi¬ 
or improvements were welcome but 
of more importance was the addi¬ 
tion to the range of the 105bhp 
TwinAir petrol engine. This bridged 
the gap between this car and the 
slightly more powerful small city 
runabouts that previously had often 
seen themselves as a class above this 
Fiat. Principally BMW’s MINI. 

In fact, both versions of the 
TwinAir two cylinder petrol unit 
are a key part of this Fiat’s appeal, 
this powerplant certainly makes the 
500 a very cheap thing to run. Yes, 
this model remains pretty small 
inside, but then smallness is all part 
of the appeal. You’ll appreciate that 
when zipping around town in one. 

In summary then, this car remains 
as likeable as ever. Choosing a ‘fash¬ 
ionable’ little used runabout can 
often be a risk. Here though, is one 
you can enjoy without a worry.

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New Car Launch Model Of The Week

Taking it to the edge and back 



FORD has completed its SUV line-up 
with a larger model, the Edge, a car 
that takes the brand back into the 
luxury part of this segment. 
Canadian-built, it’s largely designed 
for the other side of the Atlantic, 
but the brand reckons it’s also been 
tuned for the needs of European 
buyers too. 

Background 

Ford’s record in bringing us large, 
luxurious SUVs isn’t one of the very 
best. The brand’s last effort in this 
regard was the forgettable Explorer, 
a heavy, inefficient lumbering 4x4 
that was fine for Stateside buyers 
but rather inappropriate for 
European ones. At last though, the 
brand has tried again in this seg¬ 
ment and this Edge mode looks a 
much more competitive proposition. 
It’s built in Ontario, Canada but was 
designed from the outset to be a 
world car, rather than merely one to 
suit the Americas. Hence the effi¬ 
cient 2.0-litre TDCi diesel engine fit¬ 
ted to all variants this side of the 
Atlantic. And cutting edge levels of 
technology. Here, we preview what’s 
on offer. 

Driving Experience 

We’ve yet to drive an Edge but the 
prospects look promising. The car is 
offered here with a choice of 180PS 
2.0-litre TDCi diesel engine with six- 


speed manual transmission, or a 
210PS bi-turbo 2.01itre TDCi diesel 
with a six-speed PowerShift auto¬ 
matic gearbox. The Edge offers fresh 
Ford technologies, including 
Adaptive Steering, which automati¬ 
cally optimises the steering 
response according to vehicle speed, 
making it easy to manoeuvre at low 
speeds, while remaining precise and 
intuitive at higher speeds. 

The Edge features Ford’s Intelligent 
All-Wheel Drive (AWD) technology 
as standard, delivering a seamless 
transition between front-wheel 
drive and all-wheel drive perfor¬ 
mance to provide a more secure 
footing on the road especially in 
slippery conditions. Measuring how 
the car’s wheels are gripping the 
road surface every 16 milliseconds - 
20 times quicker than it takes to 
blink - the system can send up to 100 
per cent of engine torque to the 
front or rear wheels. Strong refine¬ 
ment is achieved with acoustic 
windscreen glass and all Edge mod¬ 
els are also equipped with Ford’s 
Active Noise Control technology 
that detects unwanted engine noise 
in the cabin and cancels it out with 
opposing sound waves fed through 
the integrated sound system. 

Design and Build 

The Edge model’s exterior is 
sharply sculpted and athletic with 


strong ‘shoulders’ and a muscular, 
quite compact bonnet. To improve 
efficiency, unique air curtains are 
positioned on the lower part of the 
fascia to guide air from the front 
of the vehicle, out through the 
front wheel wells and down the 
vehicle side. 

The interior has been designed 
with pretty high-quality materials 
throughout, including soft-touch 
trims on the dashboard and centre 
console, high-gloss piano black 
surrounds on the switch bezels 
and a satin silver metal finish for 
the door handles, air vent bezels, 
glovebox trim and steering wheel 
detailing. The Edge is also offered 
with heated and cooled front seats 
and heated rear seats from mid¬ 
range ‘Titanium’ trim. 

Market and Model 

All Edge models use a 2.0-litre 
TDCi diesel and feature All Wheel 
Drive. You’ll pay from around 
£30,000 for the entry-level ‘Zetec’ 
180PS version. You’ll need a budg¬ 
et of around £35,000 if you want 
this engine in pokier 210PS guise. 
There are three trim levels, ‘Zetec’, 
‘Titanium’; and ‘Sport’ and on the 
210PS version, you get a 6-speed 
Powershift auto gearbox. 

The Edge is well-equipped as 
standard, offering Active Noise 
Control, Pedestrian Detection, a 


Ford DAB Audio system with 
SYNC 2 connectivity, privacy glass 
and 19in alloy wheels. The car 
debuts a segment-first ‘Pre- 
Collision Assist with Pedestrian 
Detection’ system. This is a cam¬ 
era- and radar-based set-up that 
can operate at speeds from 5mph 
to llOmph to detect vehicles and 
people in the road ahead. The sys¬ 
tem can automatically apply the 
brakes if a potential collision is 
detected and the driver does not 
respond to warnings. Plus there’s 
the option of a Front Wide View 
Camera, which makes restricted 
visibility junctions or parking 
spaces easier to negotiate. 

Cost of Ownership 

Ford is confident that the Edge 
meets the class standard for effi¬ 
ciency By only delivering torque 
where and when it is needed, the 
car’s Intelligent AWD set-up has 
minimal impact on fuel-efficiency 
and C02emissions compared with 
permanent four-wheel drive sys¬ 
tems. As a result, both 2.0 TDCi 
diesel powertrains aim to deliver 
48.7mpg fuel efficiency and 149g/ 
km C02 supported by Auto-Start- 
Stop technology 

Early indications of residual val¬ 
ues also look promising, with 
CAP’S Gold Book expecting a 
180PS 2.0-litre TDCi manual ‘Zetec’ 


variant to retain 56.6% of its new 
list price, after three years and 
30,000 miles. 

Summary 

One thing’s for certain: this is 
the most competitive large SUV 
that the Blue Oval brand has yet 
brought us. It’s sharply styled, 
well equipped and as capable off 
road as it needs to be. 

Though we’ll need to reserve final 
judgement until we get behind the 
wheel, we can already recommend 
this car as a promising prospect.
